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US arms inspector 
finds no evidence 
of WMD in Iraq 


WASHINGTON—Contradicting the main argument for a 
war that has cost more than 1,000 American lives, the top. 
US arms inspector said Wednesday he had found no evi- 
dence that Iraq produced weapons of mass destruction af- 
ter 1991. 

Charles Duelfer, head of the Iraq Survey Group; also 
concluded that Saddam Hussein's ability to develop such 
‘weapons had dimmed not grown during a dozen years 
of sanctions before last year's US-led invasion, 

Belying prewar statements by President George W. 
Bush, Duelfer said that Saddam did not have chemical and 
biological stockpiles when the war began and that his nu- 
clear capabilities were deteriorating, not advancing. 

Duelfer's findings come less than four weeks before an 
election in which Bush's handling of Iraq is ће central is- 
sue. They could boost Democratic candidate John Kerry's 
contention that Bush rushed to war based on faulty intelli- 
gence and that UN sanctions and weapons inspectors 
should have been given more time. 

At the same time, however, Duelfer supported Bush's ar^ 
gument that Saddam remained a threat.

In the Philippines, motorists can 
expect another diese price increase 
‘of between 35 centavos and 45 cen- 
tavosa liter next week The Depart- 
ment of Energy (DOE) admits it can 
only ask ой firms to delay but not 
prevent the price increases, 

Energy Secretary Vincent Perez. 
said the 35-centavo-a-liter diesel 
price hike earlier in the week was 
the result of DOES “haggling” 
with oll companies. 

“We only get them to delay 
price increases or at least imple- 
ment smaller price increases 
‘more frequently" he said. 

Diesel is now retailed at 
922.10 liter, 

‘After settling at a record 
$52.02 per barrel on Wednesday 
in New York, crude for November. 
delivery on the New York Mercan- 
tile Exchange reached its new 
high in mid-afternoon Asian 
trade. in London, November 
Brent also hit а new record—at 
'USS48.40—up 1550.41 from its 
overnight settlement. 

Most Asian stock markets fell 
as sky-high oil reignited worries 
that high energy costs would dent 
household incomes, raise compa: 
mies expenses and hurt global 
economic growth. 

"The yen slid against the dollar 
due to Japan's heavy reliance оп 
oilimports. 

А senior International Мопе- 
tary Fund official warned that 
tight oil supplies could leave the 
global economy worryingly vul- 
‘erable for years to come. 


Production snags 

The US Department of Energy 
said Wednesday that oil demand 
was growing and high consump- 
tion in economies like China 
would not ease, as producers con- 
tinued to pump close to capacity. 

Markets continue to гой over 
the longer-than-expected р 
duction snags in the Gulf of Мех 
co—where production is 478,000 
barrels a day below normal and 
oil output is down by more than 
16 million barrels since Sept. 13. 

"The US Minerals Management 
Service said Hurricane Ivan 
punched holes in the network of 
oil and natural gas pipelines in the 
Gulf of Mexico, causing oil and 
gas to leak out at numerous points 
along the thousands of kilometers 
of pipelines. Authorities are still 
unsure how many oil spills were 
caused by cracked pipelines. 

їп one spill at а Shell Oil Со. 
pipeline about 50 km east of 
Venice, Louisiana, near the mouth 
of the Mississippi River, crews had 
gathered about 380,000 liters of 
‘water polluted with ой. 

Nigeria's main ой workers’ 
union said it would join a nation- 
al strike, set to begin next week, 
unless the government agreed tO 
talks on rising fuel prices. 

Nigeria, which produces more 
than 2 million barrels of crude dai- 
у, is the world’s seventh-largest 
ой exponer and fifth-largest 
source of crude for the United 
States, the worlds biggest con- 
‘sumer of petroleum products. 


Major worry 

А major worry among analysts 
is the worlds limited excess 
oit production capacity or supply 
buffer, which is hovering around 
one percent above robust global 
consumption of 82 milion barrels 
per day. Asa result, fears of supply 
disruptions in Russia, Venezuela. 
and Nigeria have pushed prices 
higher for several months. 

“Nigeria, Iraq, hurricanes, they 
are not the cause (of the spike), they 
are contributing factors. The cause is 
demand, and refining capacity has 


failed to meet demand," said Esa Ra- 
masamy of the energy reporting 
agency Plans in Singapore. 
Ramasamy said that, with no 
dear picture on actual stockpiles in 
many key oilconsuming countries, 
there was increasing speculation on 
pricing, especially with the Northem 
Hemisphere winter approaching. 
US energy officials warned 
Wednesday that American home- 
owners should expect their heat- 
ing bills to rise this winter due to 
double-digit price increases for 
heating oil and natural gas. 
“People are concemed about in- 
ventory and heating and the pace 
of recovery in the Gulf of Mexico," 
said Mitsui Bussan Futures chief 
commodities strategist Tetsu Emori 
from Tokyo, Japan. "The price of 
heating ой is already expensive. 
Any dips, Га say buy right away." 
While world oil prices are 64 
percent higher than a year ago, 
when adjusted for inflation, they 
remain about $28 below the peak 
reached in 1981. Heating oil is 
priced more than 70 percent 
above year-ago levels. 


Out of date 

David Robinson, deputy direc- 
tor of the International Monetary 
Fund's research department, said 
the continuing rise in oil prices 
meant the fund's forecast of 43 
percent global growth in 2005, 
published on Sept. 29, was al- 
ready out of date and would prob- 
ably be scaled back to around 4 
percent if recalculated now. 

"1 do worry about the medi- 
um-term outlook, about the sus- 
tained vulnerability to oil prices 
locking forward," he said. 

"World oil prices would likely 
remain at their current high lev- 
els up to the end of the year, or at 
least until a new president is de- 
clared in the United States, Perez 
said ata press briefing. 
Correlation with US election 

He related that, according to 
industry talk, смо schools of 
thought existed on the correla- 
tion between the new US Presi- 
dent and world oil prices. 

If incumbent President George 
W Bush wins in the November 
polls, world ой prices will likely 
stay high. If Democrat John Kerry 
wins, international ой prices may 
start to decline. 

"But those are just industry 
opinions. Tm not rooting for either 
of the candidates for the US presi- 
dency,” Perez said. "But prices will 
likely remain high until the end of 
the US elections. Since chere will 
be no more (Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
meetings for the rest of the year, 
the result of the US elections may 
have an effect on prices.” 

The benchmark Dubai crude, 
which oil refiners in the country 
use in pricing their products, hit

Diesel prices based on the

Agency on Wednesday released a list of firms 
and people from dozens of countries alleged- 
ly given oil vouchers by Saddam Hussein's 
government that could be tumed into cash. 
The chats, com- 
piled from 13 secret 
lists by Iraq's former 
vice president and oil 
minister, enumerates 
legitimate contracts to 
oil companies. But itis 
also a veritable who's 
who of political 
groups and individu- 
als from whom the for- 
mer Iraqi government 
wanted to buy influ- 
ence while under UN sanctions. 

‘The list was issued as part of a report on 
Iraq's unconventional weapons by CIA advi- 
sor Charles Duelfer, a former UN inspector ín.

2 Israelis, American win Nobel Chem for work on cancer 


STOCKHOLM—Two Israelis and an American 
оп Wednesday won the 2004 Nobel Chem- 
istry Prize for groundbreaking biochemistry 
work that has major implications for the treat- 
ment of serious illnesses, especially cancer. 

‘Aaron Ciechanover and Avram Hershko of Is- 
rael and Irwin Rose of the United States showed 
how our body cells give certain proteins—the 
building blocks of ай living things—a “kiss of 
death" by marking them for elimination. 

Proteins to be destroyed are given a molec- 
ular label, known as ubiquitin, before they are 
rapidly broken down into cellular "waste dis- 
posers” called proteasomes. 

‘We say healthy if this fas and furious selection. 
works, but if something goes wrong in the break- 
down process, we could contract cei reated ill- 
nesses such as cervical cancer or cystic fibrosis. 

Problems with the division of sex cells, in 
which the enzymes are required to cut the. 
rope between separating chromosomes, can 
meanwhile lead to spontaneous miscarriage 
during pregnancy or Down's syndrome. 

"Thanks to the work of the three laureates 
it is now possible to understand at molecular 
level how the cells control a number of central 
processes by breaking down certain proteins 
and not others,” the jury said. 


their work on protein degradation was con- 
tributing to the development of new drugs 
against disease. 

“There are many, many more (drugs) in the 
pipeline no doubt,” he told reporters in a 
video conference from his home in Haifa after 
the award was announced. 

"There is already at least one drug on the 
market based on the laureates’ research: Vel- 
cade, which treats multiple myeloma, a can- 
cer of the bone marrow.

Foreign drug firms killing RP patients softly 


THE GOVERNMENT has finally accepted the 
fact that in the Philippines, the rich are getting 
richer and the poor poorer. In fact, hunger al- 
ready stalks the land. So the government will 
жап giving ош food coupons to ће poor, and 
there are already lugaw lines at the Quiapo 
church, the counterpart of the bread lines dur- 
ing the American Depression. 

“That probably takes care ofthe food prob- 
lem, atleast in its very limited scope. But what 
about the "medicine problem,” which is often- 
times more desperate and life-threatening 
than the “food problem? The prices of 
medicines are so high that many patients die 
needlessly because they cannot afford to buy 


The government has tried to alleviate the 
problem by passing the "Generic Drugs Law" 
which requires doctors to write the generic 
mames, instead of the brand names, of the 
drugs they prescribe so that their patients can. 
choose the cheapest available. And the Depart- 
ment of Trade is importing limited quantities 
of medicine from india that manufactures 
them cheaply. 

Bur the results ofthese efforts are like a drop. 
in the bucket in the supply of medicines con- 
sumed by sick Filipinos daily Only a few drugs 
have generic, inexpensive equivalents here. 
And the drugs from India are very limited, both 
in quantity and in the diseases that they cure. 

Four multinational pharmaceutical compa- 
nies control almost 80 percent of the Philip- 
pine marke. Filipino companies, of which Uni- 
Tab is the biggest, have only а 20 percent share. 
Asin our downstream oil industry, ће foreign- 
ers have monopolistic control of the Filipino. 
consuming public, so that they can dictate any 
price they want. That is why the prices of 
branded medicines are beyond the reach of the. 
poor and often even of the middle class. 

Not only that, they use unwarranted patent 
exploitation at the expense of Filipino patients. 
One case їп point concerns a drug that affects 
millions of hypertensive patients who have to 
take blood pressure-lowering drugs for the rest 
of their lives.

їп 1987, the multinational pharmaceutical 
company, Dupont, filed an application for a 
patent for its antichypertensive drug (generic 
name: Losartan; brand name: Cozaar). After 
abandoning the application for more than 13 
years, it now wants to revive the application. 
Obviously, Dupont wants to continue the 
‘monopoly of the product and consequently re- 
tain its exorbitant pricing and profits 

The anti-hypertensive market is a P7.3 bil- 
lion market, of which P201 million goes to 
Losartan. Dupont’s Cozaar monopolized the 
Losartan market until June 2004 when a local 
pharmaceutical company introduced а com 
Peting product. 

"Тре retail price of the 50 mg Cozaar is P39; 
the Philippine product is P20.20, or a differ: 
ence of P18.80. The 100 mg Cozaar retails for 
P55, the competing brand for only P26, or a 
difference of P28. With that big difference in 
prices, Cozaar will naturally lose a sizable 
chunk of the market and Dupont wants to pre- 
vent that by trying to revive its patent applica- 
tion that the old Bureau of Patents, Trade- 
marks and Technology Transfer (BPTTT) had 
already declared as abandoned way back on 
Sept. 20, 1988. 

‘There is another probable reason why the 
foreign company wants to revive the applica- 
tion now. During those 13 years, it was operat- 
ing as if it already had a patent since it had а 
monopoly of the Losartan market. But now 
there а competitor, so it wants protection. 

‘The life of a patent under the present Intel- 
lectual Property Code of the Philippines is 20 
years from the date of filing of the application.

THE BRAZILIAN legal philosopher Roberto 
Unger has said that "law professors аге like. 
priests who have lost their faith but kept their 
jobs." We teach law in йз ideal form, as the log- 
ical application of rules, insulated from bias 
and partisanship, yet we are fully aware that 
outside academia, law is wholly entangled in a 
flawed world and—in our convoluted neck of 
the woods—can be downright unclean. Yet we 
continue to preach a gospel we have ceased to 
believe. 

Recently, Malacafiang issued two presiden- 
tial orders to foist that false gospel upon hap- 
less schoolchildren, Proclamation No. 713 
aims to "integrate the teaching of respect for 
the rule of law and the workings of the judici 
ту in elementary and high school curricula.

never notified it of the abandonment, BPTTT 
rules allow a petition for revival to be filed 
within four months from abandonment. 
Dupont filed its petition after 13 years. 

"The BPTTT and IPO affirmed the denial on 
the grounds that Dupont is bound by the mis 
take ог negligence of its former counsel and 
that the period for filing a petition for revival 
had long lapsed. 

Dupont filed with the Court of Appeals a pe- 
tition for review. The Office of the Solicitor 
General (OSG) argued that the period for re- 
vival prescribed in the BPTTT's rules on patent 
is mandatory and that Dupont is bound by the 
negligence of its counsel 

But in its decision, the CA said that despite 
the lapse of 16 years, there is sufficient justifi 
cation to relax the application of the doctrine 
thar a party is bound by the mistake of ts coun- 
sel. This decision contradicts the ruling of the 
Supreme Court in Schuartz vs. Court of Ap: 
peals where it held that “where an unreason 
able period of time had lapsed prior to the fil. 
ing of a petition for revival of a patent appli 
tion due to negligence of the applicants со 
sel, such action would result in the forfeiture of 
the right to revive the patent application."

‘The debate was a tough encounter that revealed 
their debating sls more than scoring points hat 
could have helped either President George W. 
Bush or his Democratic rival, Sen. John Kerry. 
‘Those who expected a slugging match were not 
disappointed. 

Instant post-debate polls showed mixed re- 
sults, unlike the first BushKerry debate last 
‘week, in which Kerry emerged a clear winner by 
more than two to one (57 percent to 25 per- 
cent), An ABC News poll judged Cheney the win- 
ner, 43 percent to 35 percent, while a CBS News 
poli had Edwards winning, 4i percent to 29 per- 
‘cent. CNN gave Edwards, 78 percent to Cheney's 
18 percent.

Duelfer told the Senate Armed Services com- 
mittee that, contrary to pre-invasion statements 
made by Bush and senior administration officials, 
Saddam did not have chemical and biological 
stockpiles when the war began and his nuclear 
capabilities were deteriorating, not advancing. 
Duelfer' report came less than four weeks before 
the election in which Bush's handling of Iraq has 
become the central issue. 

Duelfer said his report found that aluminum 
tubes suspected of being used for enriching urani- 
tum for use in nuclear bombs were likely intended 
for conventional rockets and that there was no evi- 
dence that Iraq sought uranium abroad after 1991. 

These findings contradicted claims made by 
Bush and other top administration officials be- 
fore the war. The report is deemed to boost Ker- 
туз argument that Bush rushed to war based on 
faulty intelligence.

But there is so much more to Monsod than her 
multi-awarded turn as a broadcaster.

In many soci 
eties, like our own,

as the night wears on, the alcohol intake again authorizes 
other behaviors, including the sexual. 

When is it binging? 

In recent years, medical researchers have become more 
and more concerned with binge drinking, for whieh they ve 
ven elaborated a definition: drinking that brings blood akeo- 
hol concentration to 0.08 percent, meaning at least 80 mil- 
ligrams of alcohol for every 100 milliliters of blood. 

‘Big help, huh? As if we went around with chemical sensors 
to tell us how many milligrams of alcohol there is in our 
blood. 

“The Аш. 21 issue of New Scientist, а British magazine, 
translates the medical gobbledygook and explains that, on 
average, males taking in five or more “standard drinks” or fe- 
males taking in four or more “standard drinks” in two hours 
sends blood alcohol soaring to that 80 milligram level. 

And whats a standard rink? It can be a small glass of 
wine, one bottle of beer or a splash of Russian vodka. For Fil- 
jipinos then, the index would be beer bottles: taking in five or 
more in wo hours could be binge drinking, But don forget 
that many Asians don't break down alcohol very well in the 
blood, which means we get intoxicated more quickly. I'd sus- 
pect maybe even three beers in two hours could be problem- 
aticformanyofus. | 

Drinking to get drunk 

Besides giving actual figures on numbers of alcoholic 
drinks, the New Scientist offers an even more simple defini- 
tion of binge drinking: drinking to get drunk. 

1 сап imagine some people asking, but isn't that why we 
drink in the first place? Ah, we forget that there's social 
drinking, which is usually meant to be in great moderation, 
35 we do in family gatherings. There's even drinking for 
health, like a glass of red wine a day, taken leisurely. 

Binge drinking is different. “pathological” because it 
invites many problems. The rapid increase of blood alcohol 
levels can lend to accidents. In the year 2002, it was estimat- 
ed that 15,000 Americans died in vehicular accidents, fol- 
lowing binge drinking. 

"inge drinkers, often college students, are more likely to 
gerinvoived in brawls rambles in Taglish), sexual assaults 
and vandalism. Frequent binge drinkers among students al- 
so find their academic performance affected. Which should 
not be surprising since alcohol hits the brain. Even during 
one binge drinking session, drinkers have been known to 
pass out. People mixing drugs with binge drinking can even 
Ge Коп ross reactions, as меме seen with quie a few 
celebres, The research also shows that brain damage due 
to binge drinking can be worse with younger peopl 

Drinking affects our judgment, nat just in driving but for 
other decisions. When drunk, people are more likely to get 
into unsafe sex, ending up pregnant (or getting someone 
pregnant), or picking up some sexually transmitted infec- 
tion, incfuding HIV/AIDS. 

Why drink to get drunk? There's the "fun" element, what 
young people describe as going for a “gimmick.” Its part of 
barkada (peer group) bonding, mixed with machismo values 
of proving one's masculinity. This is more likely with young 
people, but I've noticed in the Philippines that it’s actually 
Bider male barkada (and sometimes people in middle age) 
who binge. The reason is simple: young Filipinos just don't 
fave the money to binge. 

For others, binge drinking may be a response to problems. 
But the alcohol does nothing to help overcome those prob- 
Jems. Alcohol adds to the depression and, paradoxically, it 
‘complicates problems because with binge drinking, the high 
Tevel of alcohol actually suppresses REM (rapid eye move- 
ment), making it more dificil to sleep. So youre drunk, 
mausesed, туйш desperately to forget a problem which 
mags you even more incessantly because you can't sleep. If 
you finally dose off, irl be for short sleep. You wake up with 
hang oves and the problem looming even larger. 

Fighting ‘binge drinking 

The research on binge drinking has produced a lot of in- 
teresting information. Scientists now know that men are 
тоге likely than women to binge, this being of course a mat- 
ter of culture and gender As societies become more accept- 
ing of women drinkers, you might expect to see more women 
binge drinkers. 

"The research also shows that the earlier one starts to 
drink, the higher the chance of becoming a binge drinker lat- 
ет. And if one does start bingeing early in life, that bingeing is 
тоге likely to continue late in e. 

Like eigaretes, controls on alcohol consumption should 
sert with young people We need to rethink all those adver- 
Жетет plorilying alcohol, especially when its associated 
with a night out with the barkada. 

‘Alcohol is also too cheap in the Philippines, encouraging 
more binge drinking, Notice how in beer houses they put the 
ешге crate next to а table, almost as a way of lerting people 
know that the barkada intends to finish at least one crate. 
Beer prices in the Philippines are among the lowest in the 
ой bur even then, it Can be a bit too expensive for lowin- 
{ome Filipinos, who then turn to even cheaper alternatives 
Sch as local gin, vodka or hum. 

Те potential problems thar come with drinking in gener- 
al need to be part of health education in schools. Besides 
binge drinking, young people should be able to identify 
“king” where someone spreads out heavy drinking over 
two or висе days. And then too, theres chronic drinking, 
for some on a daily basis, until the liver gives up. Cirrhosis is 
among the 15 leading causes of death among Filipinos. 

People should be taught know when to stop: In English, 
there are various terms used to describe intoxication: el 
ing tipsy "woory" “drunk,” "very drunk" We should look at 
our terms: “may tama" (early stages, where alcohol's hit is 
fel), “medyo lasing,” “lasing na lasing,” “lating na lating” 
(when the drinker can't even pronounce lasing), “windang”, 
the last a slang term meaning “wala na" (there's nothing left,

ing сап goon and on, ший trouble erupts;

Republic Act No. 8240 mandated the 
12-percent increase in excise taxes оп 
cigarettes packed by machine by Jan. 1, 
2000, after а shift from ad valorem 
(computed as a percentage of the price) 
to specific tax (a fixed amount per unit of 
the product). 

Fortune Tobacco said that the 12-per- 
cent increase in the tax rate should have 
been pegged at the new rate of P5.95 per 
pack instead of the old rate of P6.96. 

Because it had been paying taxes us- 
ing the P6.96-per-pack rate, Fortune To- 
bacco said it should be refunded 1.036 
billion, which covers the amount of its 
"excess" payments 

Malacafiang acknowledged that 
the CA decision was a "setback" to the. 
government but it was optimistic that 
itwould not deter the Bureau of Inter- 
mal Revenue from going after tax 
evaders. 

"We respect the decision of the court 
but the BIR is reviewing its legal op- 
tions. The drive against tax cheats and 
evaders will continue without let-up,"

Parayno said the case was already up 
for тезом Нол by the CA when he took 
office in late 2002, more than a year af- 
ter the case was filed in 2001 in the 
‘Court of Tax Appeal (which Fortune al- 
so won).

He noted that the BIR insisted that to- 
bacco and alcohol drink makers should 
not pay taxes lower than what they were 
paying before the taxes were shifted 
from ad valorem to specific tax. 

“Te was the intention of the law to col 
let more and not less taxes from 


cigarettes through indexation in 2001,” 
said Parayno, who is lobbying for the in- 
dexation of the so-called sin taxes in 
Congress. 

He said the CA decision underscored 
the flaw in the current tax system on 
cigarettes. 


Interpretation of law 

BIR Deputy Commissioner Kim 
Henares, head of the revenue agency's 
large taxpayers unit, said the govern- 
ment could not be forced to give a re- 
fund to Fortune Tobacco because the 
law states that in case there was a 
change in the system of taxation, atax- 
payer cannot pay taxes using the new 
rate if it is lower than the previous 
one. 

Under the old system, Fortune Tobac- 
со cigarettes were imposed a tax equiva- 
lent to P6.96 per pack. With the shift to 
the specific system of taxation, Fortune 
Tobacco claimed its cigarettes should fall 
within the Р5.95 per pack tax bracket as 
stated in the Tax Code. 

But the BIR said that taxpayers 
would have to pay taxes using the new 
rate if the rate was equal to or higher 
than the previous one. In the case of 
Fortune Tobacco, Henares said that 
while the price of its cigarettes could 
fall within the tax bracket of P5.95 per 
pack, the company could not pay taxes 
using the lower tax rate. 


Legal not factual issue 

“This is more of a legal issue rather 
than a factual issue. It's a question of 
howto interpret the law,” she said. 

The BIR will use the same argument 
that taxpayers cannot have their previ-

SEVEN days after struggling through an un- 
timely birth, one of the Cervantes triplets 
gave up the fight and died yesterday. 

Doctors said Baby Jovelyn’s ventricles ог 
brain nerves had burst, leading to bleeding 
in the brain, and could have caused her 
death. 

Jovelyn, died around 5 p.m. Wednesday at 
the Neonatal Intensive Care Unit (NICU) of 
the Dr. Jose Fabella Memorial Hospital in Sta.

Reviewing the _ impressive 
workshop results, am Alyansa 
Agrikultura leader asked: "Why 
mot allocate a major part of the 
proposed P6 billion for food 
coupons to joint food production 
and distribution projects with 
successful NGOs and trans- 
formed communities? After all, 
they have proven their effective- 
mess for many years, even with 
minimal government assistance.” 


Transformed communities 
In late 1997, EI Niño caused se- 
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vere food shortages in several ar- 
easin Mindanao. 

IK was then that a program to 
feed the poor, with the same ob- 
jective as today's proposed food 
‘coupon program, was launched. 
Called the "Pagkain Para Sa Masa’ 
(PPSM), it mobilized the differ- 
ent groups involved in food pro- 
duction. 

‘This included farmer organiza- 
tions, NGOs, local government 
units, the Department of Agricul- 
ture (DA) and the University of 
Southern Mindanao (USM). 

Its main initiators were Profes- 
sors Edwin and Rosa Fe Honrade 
and President Virgilio Oliva of 
USM, as well as Dr. Santiago Obi- 
enofthe DA. 

Instead of food coupons, the 
program provided access to 
planting materials for upland 
Tice, corn, root crops, vegetables, 
fruit trees and native chicken. 


Sustainable food production programs pushed 


This was accompanied by train- 
ing and technical assistance. 

About 48 municipal mayors 
and 470 barangay captains set up 
at least one hectare each in their 
respective areas for food nurs- 
eries. 

‘This included a replication and 
distribution component, provid- 
ing the multiplier effect for the 
project. 

‘With a budget of only P3.5 mil- 
lion, which helped 5,000 target- 
ed families that was then limited 
to eating one meal a day, the pro- 
ject succeeded in providing three 
meals a day for each family. 

This even included the poten- 
tial of raising extra money from 
their food surplus. 

Assuming a low value of P4 per 
‘meal, this translated to an P87.6- 
billion return on the original P3.5 
million invested. 

‘This sustainable PPSM pro- 
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gram seems to be far superior 
to a food coupon program that 
will stop the moment funds run 
ош. 


Different priorities 

Unfortunately, the outstand- 
ing performance of this trans- 
formed community was not re. 
warded. The P4-million bud- 
get received in 2001 was re- 
duced to about P500,000 for 
the last three years because of 

different priorities." 

These priorities were never 
made known to the Agriculture 
and Fisheries Councils (АРС). 

‘The АРС are the legally man- 
dated joint private sector-govern- 
ment bodies where transformed 
communities can play a role.

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Coffee exports hit 


$2.28M in

THE DEPARTMENT of Trade and Industry 
yesterday called on coffee growers to produce. 
more as exports had jumped 120 percent to 
$2.28 million in the first eight months of the. 
year from $1.04 million in the same period of 
2003, 

‘The International Coffee Organization Cer- 
tifying Agency (соса) reported that sales 
from January to August had already exceeded 
by 52 percent this year’s total export target of 
$1.5 million 

Last yea, coffee exports yielded earnings of 
about $2.02 million, an increase of 76 percent 
from about $1.14 million in 2002. 

"We hope that the encouraging perfor- 
mance of our coffee exports would continue 
further and contribute to the country's overall 
export performance,” Trade Undersecretary 
‘Thomas б. Aquino said 

‘According to Aquino, Philippine coffee ex- 
ports are reaching a wider market due to the 
cutback in production by traditional ex- 
porters like Brazil, The cutback came at atime 
when world prices were high 

Tn previous years, combined coffee produc- 
tion of 45 countries posted a 14.5-percent de- 
line from a total of 102.5 million bags in 
2003 from 119.95 million bags in 2002, ac- 
‘cording to the London-based International 
Coffee Organization. 

The decrease resulted in an increase in 
world coffee prices, which benefited minor 
exporters like the Philippines, the DTI said. 

About two-thirds of coffee exports in the

first eight moths were shipped to Japan. The 
rest went to Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Malaysia, 
Singapore, Thailand, Palau, Greece and 
Papua New Guinea. 

Ofthe total volume shipped out, 92 percent. 
were in soluble or instant form, accounting 
for 1,020 metric tons, The rest, about 77 met 
Fic tons of green coffee beans, were exported 
to the United States and Oman, 

In terms of foreign exchange earnings, 
shipments of high-value coffee such as pro 
cessed or instant coffee had the best export 
price at $5,444 а metric ton. Roasted or 
ground coffee fetched $2,470 a ton while 
green coffee beans were sold at $1,721 a ton. 

“At least 90 percent of our coffee exporis 
are those of high-value or high value-added,” 
Aquino said. “This development would пой 
vate our coffee farmers—who rely mostly on 
orders of coffee monufacturers--io increase. 
their production." 

Due to rising demand from Japan, coffee 
players like Nestlé Philippines and other DTI 
accredited trader-exporters, are expected to 
ship more instant coffee abroad until the end 
of the year, the Icoca said. 

Earlier, Aquino said the government had 
taken steps to foster the growth of the local 
coffee industry as more and more farmers be- 
gan shifting to other crops such as fruits and 
vegetables. 

Aquino Said a portion of revenues from in- 
creased coffee exports was being earmarked 
to help the industry gain technical compe- 
fence and obtain certification from coffee 
farms, millers and roasters.

‘THE FAILURE of the government to imple- 
ment its proposed revenue-enhancement 
measures within the next few months will 
widen the budget deficit by another P73 bil- 
Боп, as the continuing deterioration in the 
perception of the country will lead to higher 
cost of borrowings. 

Professor Victor Abola of the University of 
Asia and the Pacific (ЏАВР), raised the alarm. 
as he criticized government leaders, particu- 
larly legislators, and the tax-paying public for 
their alleged complacency in dealing with the 
‘countrys fiscal problem. 

"Everybody seems to agree that there is 
а problem, but (no one) wants to con- 
tribute any solution,” Abola yesterday 
said during the presentation of his study 
at the ЏАВР "It seems some still believe 
we don’t have a crisis, or that we can still 
solve the problem administratively. They 
don't realize that the problem we are fac- 
ing is very serious.” 

He said legislators who would block the 
passage of the revenue measures would have 
fo answer for the consequences of the fiscal 
problem. 

In his study, Abola said that in the absence 
of quick solutions, the country was courting а 
creditrating downgrade. If that happens, 
spreads on Philippine debt papers can easily 
widen by about 100 basis points (or one per- 

tage point), resulting in P20 billion in ad- 
ditional premium that the government will 
have to pay for foreign debt papers it has is- 
sued, 

Abola explained that а 100-basis point in- 
crease or decrease in spreads is equivalent to 
roughly P20 billion in additional deficit or 
revenue. 

Abola added that the government would 
also have to pay P37 billion more for interest 
оп Treasury bills and bonds. He said that 
there would be a 2- to 3-percent increase in 

terest rates for T-bills and bonds, resulting 
from lackof government action. 

According to Abola, if the government 
fails to implement the revenue measures, 


then the authorities can no longer expect 
savings from local government units. The 
LGUs normally save up to P10 billion in ex- 
cess funds per year from their share ofthe in- 
ternal revenue allotment. 

‘Abola also warned the government that it 
‘would have to pay P6 billion in additional in- 
terest on its other borrowings. 

The additional expenses resulting from a 
credit-rating downgrade, higher T-bill and T- 
bond rates, the P10-billion lost savings and 
the P6 billion in additional interest, will add 
about P73 billion to the budget deficit, Abola 
said. 

The government's budget deficit is expect- 
ed to hit P197.8 billion by yearend. The gov- 
emment hopes to reduce this figure to P184.5 

ion in 2005. 

Tn his study, Abola identified the key gov- 
ernment proposals that could work in wiping 
out the budget deficit by 2010. 

He said the key measures could generate 
an additional P147 billion in revenue per 
year. These measures could even hasten gov- 
ernment efforts to wipe out the budget deficit 
by 2008. A 

On the expenditure side, Abola said gov- 
ernment should freeze the internal revenue 
allotment (IRA, or the share of LGUs to the 
national budget) for two years, cut pork bar- 
rel spending by half, and reduce the budget of 
agencies. He said these proposed measures 
would result in P25 billion in savings. 

Оп the revenue side, the professor said 
the government would have to implement 
the proposed indexation of taxes on 
cigarettes and alcohol, increase petroleum 
tax rate, impose higher excise tax on cars, 
and expand the coverage of the value- 
added tax, to generate P54.2 billion in addi- 
tional revenue. 

‘The professor stressed that the Philippines 
could not afford а credit-ating downgrade 
because the country's spreads were already 
much wider than its counterparts in the re- 
gion. The spread on Philippine sovereign debt 
papers is already at 446 basis points—much 
higher than Thailand's 97 bps, Malaysia's 55 
bps, and Indonesia's 355 bps, Abola said.

WITH power rates a major concern for foreign 
investors and residential consumers, locators 
and residents in Subic Bay Freeport are now 
enjoying the lowest power rates in Luzon and 
inthe Philippines. 

Subic Bay Metropolitan Authority chair Fe- 
icto Payumo says that this is the result of a di- 
rect power supply agreement entered into by 
the SBMA with Mirant Philippines and the Na- 
tional Power Corp. 

The freeport, considered the country’s pre- 
mier economic zone and investment hub, hosts 
such companies as Federal Express, Wistron 
(formerly Acer) and Sankyo Seiki. The SBMA 
entered intoa tripartite memorandum of agree- 
ment with Mirant and Napocor, making it possi- 
ble for locators to cut down on power costs.

Creativity now a must to sell, CEOs say

TT is not only at the Olympics 
where the gold medal has eluded 
the Philippines. 

"The same is true in the field of 
advertising. 

The highest the Philippines ev- 
cer gotat the Cannes International 
Advertising Festival, — the 
Olympics of advertising, was a 
bronze. 

At the Olympics, a silver. 

Why have top awards in cre- 
ativity eluded a country rich in 
talent and culture? 

‘And do clients, who pay for 
this creativity care about winning 
awards? Oris the bottom line the 
only thing that matters to them? 
Are clients willing to take risks? 
The Philippine Daily Inquirer, the 
official Cannes Festival Represen- 
tative in the Philippines, sought 
to find answers to these questions 
during the recent CEO Breakfast 
Forum, called Creativity: А 
Clients Perspective. 

Present were three CEOs of 
some of the country’s top corpo- 
rations—George Т. Yang, fran- 
chise holder of McDonald's in the 
Philippines; Johnip Cua, presi- 
dent of Procter & Gamble Philip- 
pines, and Mars Aaron, the three 
‘month-old president and COO of 
Splash Corp. 


Higher risks, rewards 

in his opening talk, David 
Guerrero of BBDO/Guerrero/Or- 
тера, urged companies to allot 5 
percent of their advertising bud- 
get to “experience higher risks 
and higher rewards ideas. Select 
опе or two projects in next year's 
marketing plans and have fun 
with it. There is a world of higher 
returns out there.” 

But of the CEOs, only Cua de- 
clared that his company was out 
то win a Cannes for the Philip- 
pines. 

P&G campaigns in other coun- 
tries already won gold at Cannes. 

For Yang, it was still the bottom 
line that was more important. 
Nor the awards. 

But despite his emphasis on 
the bottom line, Yang admits that 
an award winning ad could be fi- 
nancially rewarding. 

"Creative awards were followed 
by impressive market results. The. 
impact on business is like paying 
Tora Happy Meal—you get a lot of 
perks," said Yang. 

He cites the attention and the 
international and local awards its 
2001 Lolo ads (Karen and Gina, 
remember?) got. 

He says the ads “earned a few 
millions of free publicity” for Mc- 
Donald's. 

And this eventually had an im- 
pact on performance. 

“In 2002, we overtook the mar- 
ket leader in number of visits, We 
became top of mind in the fast food 
chain and were the favored QSR 
(quick service restaurant)" he says. 

"We made this campaign after 
our decision to stop being con- 
scious of our efforts to be a Fi 
ipino brand," Yang adds. 

He left the audience with a 
thought: "Brand ideas are crossing 


foreign or the market is not ready. 
Are we resisting ideas or change?" 
Aaron, who spent 3l years 
with Unilever, one of the biggest. 
advertisers in the country, says lo- 
cal companies face а tougher 
challenge, as their budget is justa 
fraction of what multinationals 
spend on advertising. 


Challenges 

"ез, creativity makes good busi- 
ness sense But being а local com- 
pany, we have less than 1/5 what 
we had been spending in Unilever 
Gn advertising)" he says. 

Thus, he says, Splash adopted 
what i calls “pragmatic creativi" 

“At Splash we build the corpo- 
rate name rather than brands," he 
explains. 

Guerrero said in his opening re- 
marks that creativity has never been. 
more important in advertising. 

He says viewers do not want to 
watch ads, so much so that devel- 
oped countries have devised a 
machine that tapes programs 
without ads (TIVO). 

But for Aaron, people are still 
willing to watch ads, as long as 
these are good. 

“А good material is 19 times 
more effective than the worst 
ad,” he says. “We have to make 
ош money work harder In 
Splash, it is not enough to be 
smart. We have tobe street smart 
and use street marketing.” 

‘Aaron points out that while 
most firms follow the ABC crite- 
ria—attention, branding and 
competition. Splash — uses 
CBS cut throat factor, branding. 
and single mindedness. 

“At the end of the day, our goal 
is to change consumer behavior 
"Will they buy our brand?" he says. 

Не cites Splash’s Biolink pa- 
paya soap ad, which adopted а 
different look and a sequel type. 

Because of the ads, actual sales 
were five times over target. 

"Now we have a mis 
sion—build local brands and we 
build a nation,” he says. 


P&G'sCua 

Cua revealed а lot of interest- 
ing aspects about Procter and 
Gamble's strategies. 

He jokes that P & G is not 
known to be creative. Most of üs 
CEOs had a military background, 
including his predecessor who 
came from West Poin 

„ Р & G's commercials 
came out as “very logical.” 

"We have MBAS who analyze the 
commercials in terms of brand 
benefis, and brand character. Be- 
fore we used to even count how 
many seconds the brand appears. 
‘That was in the old days,” he says. 

Cua says things have changed. 

With consumers exposed to 
3,000 messages а day, “К forced us 
to change the way we до advertis- 
ing from branding to bonding. You 
have to utilize creativity to form an 
emotional link with the consumer” 

He cites Tide, which has re- 
mained the market leader with a 
50-pereent share. 

lts traditional advertising strat- 
egy of side by side superiority 


A GUEST at the CEO forum views the press exhibi 
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(brand А or Tide type of ad) had 
long been effective, but P&G real- 
ized that consumers no longer re- 
membered these ads. 

Recently, P & G put a different 
spin to Tide ads, the latest of 
which featured a popular word 
used on the streets today—ukay 
but pronounced as UK. 

‘Thead shows a young girl looking 
fora dress to wear to a prom or ball. 

"The mom comes in with а dirty 
white dress, which became а 
beautiful white gown after being

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Marketing objectives: Benchmarking and relational metrics 


LAST week, we promised to continue with 
our series on setting marketing objectives. 

We ended the column last Friday asking 
how marketers can show how the objectives 
for ad media and for distribution will con- 
tribute to increasing sales and market share. 

How can this contribution be shown? How 
‘can your objective setting and planning show 
this contributory relationship of the objec- 
tives of your component programs to the 
overall objective ofthe total marketing mix? 

‘There are at least two ways of doing this. 
‘One is by benchmarking. The other is by the. 
use of relational metrics in the objectives you 
are setting, 


Benchmarking 

Benchmarking is the easier of the two tech- 
niques to explain. 

АМ Professor and ТОМ (Total Quality 
Management) guru, Rene Domingo, author of 
"Quality Means Survival” explains bench- 
marking as a process of managing change and 
improving management by adopting "best 
practices.” 

А РРА company-—like HP Compaq for ex- 
ample—can study a PDA competitor who had 
‘come close to attaining its targeted 6 percent 
market share. 

Tecan next find out how much ad media in- 
vestment and how much distribution cover- 
age this competitor required to get the 6 per- 
cent share and over how long. 

1п adopting this “best practice,” the PDA 
company will make the necessary adjust- 
ments relative to the competitor 

"The logic of benchmarking is easy to appre- 
ciate. If somebody else was able to do it, find 
out how he did it. 

Tes really nota simple adoption process but 
а process of creative adaptation. (Or just pi- 
Tate the marketing director of your competi- 
tor who already did what you want to do.) 


Relational metrics 

We now examine the other technique 
‘That's the use of relational metrics in speci- 
fying the marketing objectives you're set- 
ting. For this, we focus on the marketing 
mix's overall objective of increasing market 
share. 

You can express market share as a relation- 
al metric ог ratio. You can do this by dividing 
itinto its three component ratios 

These three component ratios are: “the 
market reach ratio,” “the conversion ratio,” 
and “the retention ratio.” 
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From the most commissioned "UAI" (us- 
age, attitude, image) market survey, lead- 
ing market research agencies like AC 
Nielsen, TNS and NFO define and compute 


these three component ratio objec- 
tives? 


‘Component ratio objectives 

Suppose that, as in the case of the 
PDA company example, the new PDA 
product aims for an entry market 
share of 6 percent. 

"What you can do is benchmark. 
Check with the data from your UAI 
market survey and find out what 
each, conversion and retention ra- 
tios are shown by a competitor brand 


these ratios together with market share as 


follows: 


The share of market ratio. This is the per: 
centage of the product category users sur- 
veyed who last used the brand or who used. 


the brand most often. 


"This ratio is your measure of your brand's 


competitive status. If your brand has the high- 


est share, then it has market leadership. 


If t’s below, but close to the highest, then it 


ваза challenger brand status. 


The market reach ratio. This is the per- 


То compute for this ratio, find the number 
of surveyed product category users who claim 
to be aware of the new product, divided by 
the total number of surveyed category users. 


А low reach ratio for a brand, relative to 


competitor brand, means a relatively lower 


ad media spending. 


‘The conversion ratio. This is the percent- 
age of those aware of the new product who 
translated and converted their awareness into 


trying the new product 


То get this ratio, find the number of sur- 
veyed category users who tried the new prod- | 


uct, divided by the number who were aware. 


‘Alow conversion ratio means a relatively 
weak triakinducing consumer promotion 


and/or pricing. 
‘The retention ratio. This is the percentage 


of those who tried, and who then made the 


brand their favorite brand or most often used 


brand, 


То get this ratio, find the number of sur- 
veyed category users who use the brand 


most often, divided by the number whe 
tried. 


А low retention ratio suggests a relatively 
poor quality product that has dissatisfied

Setting up a foundation 
as an FWP tool

HIGHLIGHTED in last weeks first part of this 
series were the ways by which a foundation, 
when properly organized and accredited, сап 
serve as а family wealth planning and preser- 
vation tool. 


This concluding part focuses on TAX-FILES 


the question: How then can а = 
foundation be set upas a tax-exempt entity by 
the relevant government agencies, to achieve 
this purpose? 


SEC requirements 

The process starts with the incorporation of 
the foundation as a non-stock, non-profit cor- 
poration with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission (SEC). 

Recently, in addition to the regular SEC re- 
quirements for the incorporation of ordinary 
non-stock, non-profit corporations, the SEC 
tightened шр its requirements for the setting 
up of foundations, 

‘This came in the wake of recent develop- 
ments where wealthy, but unscrupulous indi- 
viduals, abused.the process and established 

. foundations solely as vehicles for channeling 
legally acquired money without really in- 
tending to undertake the foundation's pur- 
ported charitable activities. 

‘Thus, under SEC Memorandum Circular 
No. 1, Series of 2004 issued last Jan. 20, 
2004, only non-stock, non-profit corporations 
with funds established to maintain or aid 
charitable, religious, educational, athletic, 
cultural, literary, tific, social welfare or 
similar activities primarily through extending. 
grants or endowments can be registered as 
Foundations, with the corporate name con- 


"Whereas before, the SEC required only а 
minimum P50,000 initial capital contribution. 
for the incorporation of a foundation, the SEC 
now requires an initial capital contribution of 
atleast P100,000. 

The registrant must now also submit а 
copy of a certificate of bank deposit in the 
amount of P1 million, representing the funds. 
to be used for extending grants and endow- 
ments. 

Foundations applying for registration with 
the SEC must also submit a modus operandi 
or plan of operation, now required to be exe- 
cuted under oath by its president. 

їс should state its sources of funds, how it 
will engage in fund-raising from the public, 
the proposed applications or uses of the funds 
it raises and the intended beneficiaries of its 
grants and endowments. 

Registered foundations are now likewise 
subject to new SEC reportorial requirements, 
in addition to the annual filing of audited fi- 
mancial statements and general information 
sheet (GIS) to which ordinary non-stock, non- 
profit corporations are subject.

Once qualified, the accredited foundation 


remains subject to the joint monitoring by th 


BIR and the accrediting entity of its opera- 
tions, while its certificate of accreditation re- 


mains valid and effective. 


‘The foundation must issue BIR-prescribed 
certificates of donation whenever it receives 
ions from donors, within 30 days from

The segment was also described as among 
the most competitive in the skin care industry. 
today, according to research firm ACNielsen. 

‘AC Nielsen's “Insights on Growth in Personal 
Care” study, showed that the growth in the 
whitening segment was significant considering 
that the total global personal сате market, 
which includes һай, baby and dental саге prod- 
ucts, grew by only one percent in Asia in 2003. 

‘ACNielsen data showed that ofthe categories 
under personal care, the face cleansing and 
moisturizing segment grew by 9 percent, while 
body cleansing and moisturizing and dental care. 
categories grew by 3 percent during the period. 

While it was not categorically stated in the 
study, industry experts believed that the growth 
inthe face and body cleansing segments was fu- 
eled by demand for whitening products. 

Dental whitening products, for instance, 
posted the fastest growth, not just in Asia, but 
‘worldwide, at an unprecedented 48 percent. 


Burgeoning market 

Such a growth is too large to ignore: 

Multinational companies, thus, have 
jumped on the bandwagon and diversified in- 
to the whitening segment. 

Francis Flores, senior product manager of 
Ponds, which carries the whitening line of the 
Unilever group, estimated that the local whiten- 
ing market grew by 20 percent every year over. 
the past five years, and was worth approximate- 
ly P4 billion, or half of the face care market. 

“A big driver of the growth is the associa- 
tion between white skin and beauty For many 
‘women, it connotes cleanliness and high eco- 
nomic status,” Flores says. 

He says this standard of beauty could have 
taken root during the colonial times when the 
white-skinned European colonizers were con- 
sidered powerful and looked up to. 

White equaled might then, and beauty, to- 
day. 

Global cosmetics giant LOreal experienced 
the same heady growth in its whitening line. 

TOreal Paris, UOreal Dermo Expertise 
White Perfect Foam and Toner have been the 
company’s best selling skincare products for 
the past two years. 

For Shu Uemura, its White Recovery Whiten- 
ing Essence i its second biggest selling skincare 
product and for Lancome, its Blane Expert 
Whitening range outsells its other products, 

“The desire to have fairer skin is one of the 
biggest skin care needs for Filipinos, regard- 
less of age group, socio-economic class and 
even gender" says Leica R. Сагро, LOreal 
public relations manager. 


Asian phenomenon 

Carpo says the explosive growth in the 
whitening line is an Asian phenomenon and 
there are many factors fueling the demand, 

“In general, it is the need for a more even, 
luminous skin tone. The harsher environmen- 
tal conditions like sun, pollution, stress, have 
made skin protection more of а need these 
days than a luxury" she says. 

“Advances in skin care research has also 
made the possibility of fairer, clearer com- 
plexion possible for women in all price 
ranges," she adds. 

Affordability is a significant issue for Asian con- 
sumens with 61 percent of the persons surveyed 
in the Synovate report saying that it was the most.

This would partly explain why multinational 
brands in most markets stil come in second to 
the local companies that have flooded the mass 
market with cheap whitening products 

Unilever’s Flores, however, says that with all ` 
the affordable yer quality choices in the market, 
Filipinos are starting to become more discrimi- 
nating in their choice of whitening products. 

There has been a migration to products 
that have proven effective in whitening skin, 
he says, from very cheap products that are 
Jong on promises, butshort on results. 

But there will always be buyers of these prod. 
ucts, he says, even if some do not really work. 

“For as long as people want to have fair 
skin, there will always be a market for whiten- 
ing products," he says.

7— How do you know if your child's growth is stunted? 


There are different ways to check if your child is experiencing stunted growth. 
See if your chifd looks frail, skinny and too small compared to other children 
of the same age. You should also watch out for intermittent vomiting, spitting- 
up, diarrhea and frequent infections. The best way to detect early growth stunting 
is to monitor closely your child's growth in terms of weight and height. Ifyou 

detect any weight loss or any decrease in hoiw fast your child gains in weight and 
height consult your physician immediately to find out the cause as soon as possible. 


This will help limit complications and long-lasting disabilities. 


What can be done to manage growth stunting? 


To prevent growth stunting, encourage your child to eat a healthy and balanced 
diet If you think your child's growth is already stunted, consult your pediatrician 
in no time. He may recommend a nutritional therapy for faster catch-up growth. 
A high-caloric and adequate protein feeding has been advocated 

for many years. Proper feeding can be achieved using modified 


formulas or commercially-available high-calorie 


supplements containing 30 cal/ oz. Aside from 
calories and protein, vitamins and minerals, including 


vitamin A, folic acid, iron and zinc should be also be given.
